REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 11-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
5 Claims 11 and 16 are confusing because the terms "image value" and "image 

data" are too similar to each other. Correction is required. 

Response: 

Claims 1 1, 12, 16, and 17 have been amended to replace the term "image value" 
10 with the term "over-driving image value" for avoiding confusion with the other term 

"image data" used in the claims. The amendments are fully supported in paragraph 
[0032] of the specification, and is consistent with the goal of the present invention of 
utilizing over-driving image values stored in a LUT for properly driving pixels of the 
liquid crystal panel from one gray level to another during a frame period.
